Ground was broken in May. 1950. and the church was 
dedicated in November 2. 1951 

Expansion of the church property has included addition 
of a rectory in 1953. and a convent in 1956. with eight 
rooms added to the school that same year. 

In 1933. 341 families began the new parish Today there 
are 1,543. In 1933 five Franciscan Sisters of Christian 
Charity taught 160 pupils. Today in eight double grades, 
three sisters and 21 lay teachers teach academic subjects 
plus art. music and physical education 

In 1954. a Confraternity of Christian Doctrine was 
formed to teach religion, first to high school students not 
in the parochial school, then also to elementary pupils 

Today 41 CCD teachers instruct 493 high school and 
elementary pupils, and each Thursday religious instruc- 
tion is given to the handicapped and developmentally 
disabled from Riverview School 

A hot lunch program for school children was begun in 
1947. the first in a Manitowoc parochial school 

Highlights of the parish's history include the 1953 
consecration of a bishop in Holy Innocents Church 

Rev. Thomas J Daheny MM. a son of the parish who 
had joined the Mary knoll order, was consecrated for the 
order's mission in Riberalta. Bolivia The unique location 
was due to the fact that Rev. Dahenys mother was too ill 
toitravel to consecration ceremonies in the east. 

Holy Innocents’ first Christmas morning Mass on 
December 25. 1953, was broadcast over radio station 
WCUB. Since that time. Holy Innocents has broadcast 
every 10 am Sunday Mass and all Christmas Masses

John Lango. owner of McDonald’s 
franchises in both Marutowoc and Two 
Rivers, has unveiled plans to build a 
new restaurant on the present (‘alumel 
Avenue site. To make room, the pre- 
sent "red and whiter," one of 39 still 
standing nationwide and the last re- 
maining in Wisconsin, will be razed. 


Lango, who purchased the 
Manitowoc restaurant franchise in 
January. said his decision to tear down 


the building is based upon simple 
economics. He said the 27 year-old 
building is costly and _ incfficent to 


heat does not have the indoor seating 
required to stay competitive in the con 
temporary fast-food business and does 
not have the required food preparation 
room necessary to introduce new menu 
items 
"That's one of the problems with the 
old store,” he said. "You don't have 
the space to add new things " 
Construction of the new restaurant is 


*'Xpeeled to start as soon as the old one 
is razed. A completion date of mid- 
summer has been set for the new. 104 
seat restaurant. 


The new structure will feature drive- 
through service and parking stalls for 
50 to 55 cars, the owner said A heavily 
landscaped area with picnic tables also 
will be groomed 

Inside, the decor will feature Nor- 
man Rockwell prints obtained through 
the help of the Old School in Mishicot, 
Lango said The prints will be changed 
periodically in tune with | lie seasons 


The new restaurant will create jobs 
for about 45 to 50 more employees, he 
said Training of additional personnel 
will be done in both the Manitowoc and 
Two Rivers restaurants, according to 
Lango. 

The 10th McDonald s built in Wiscon- 
sin, the Marutowoc franchise opened 
its doors in May 1959 It was one of the 
first 100 or so restaurants opened in the 
United States by Ray Kroc to lake ad 
vantage of America's growing fascina- 
ion with automobile mobility 

Kroc, a one-time malted milk mixer 
salesman from Chicago, patterned his 
chain of hamburger parlors after the 
quick-service innovations of brothers 
Mac and Dick McDonald in California 


While the McDonald brothers worked 
on the technical innovations. Kroc set 
up the policies for pulling a growing 
empire into motion. Remove costly 
overhead, maintain a trim atmosphere 
around the restaurants’ suburban set- 


tings. and fashion a menu of simple 
food items. 


"What we have attempted to do is 
eliminate the things that people don't 
eat,” Kroc once said "You can’t eat a 
20 percent tip or a perfumed finger 
bow] It isn't the cost of the food that's 
gone up It's the service We're in the 
meat and potatoes business and meat 
and potatoes aren’t a fad.” 


Stressing speed, value and quality, 
Kroc sought to make a profit in the 
mid-1950s by selling 15-cent ham 
burgers His ideas caught the attention 
of the dining public By 1960, his chain 
of 228 drive-ins were grossing more 
than $86 million annually 

"Kroc of course changed America's 
eating habits," Lango said "He got us 
thinking of fastfood 

As competitors entered the fast-food 
business, changes were made within 
the McDonald’ s_ corporation Inside 
seating was introduced in 1968. menu 
additions continued and dnve-through 
restaurants appeared in 1975. 


The Manitowoc restaurant, termed a 

red and whiter" by McDonald's per- 
sonnel, originally was built without an 
inside enclosure for customers 
Originally fashioned for operation by 
only two employees, the restaurant 
r>ow uses as many as 30 workers on a 
shift. 

Efforts to remodel or save the 
building for iusloric value never were 
deemed practical, Lango said He said 
feelers from histone groups were 
withdrawn once Lango explained the 
condition of the structure 

“It would be nice (to save it.>” he 
said, "but it is economically impossi- 
ble There's just noway.” 

Still, some mementos of Die struc- 
ture will be saved, be said The red and 
white tiles from the building have been 
donated to a local Boy Scout troop The 
troop plans to raise funds by 
silkscreening replicas of the "arches” 
on the tiles and selling them to the 
public 

Lango also plans to save the likeness 
of Speeder" from atop the arch.

Bridge remains closed 
pending investigation 


MANITOWOC. — The Eighth street bridge re- 
mained closed to traffic today while experts con- 
tinue an investigation of the damage it sustained in 
an accident early Wednesday morning. 

Bridge engineers from the state Department of 
Transportation inspected the damage later Wednes- 
day and recommended that the city bring in an out- 
side firm specializing in bascule bridge work. 

Public Works Director Michael Hawley said 
representatives from the Chicago firm of Hazelet 
and Erdal have been contacted and will inspect the 
bridge-today. 

The accident occurred shortly before 6 a.m when 
the Greek freighter Captain Stefanos struck the 
north span while it was in a raised position. A main 
steel girder was ripped and a sidewalk bracket also 
was damaged. 

Officials fear that the accident may have knocked 
the span out of alignment. 

There was also considerable damage to the bridge 
area of the Captain Stefanos. 

It was reported that the 10tn street bridge or its 
adjacent piling work was struck bv the boat but 
there apparently was no noticeable damage.

MANITOWOC. — Liquid propane gas explo- 
sions followed by (ire early today al the 
William Schaus And Son LP Gas Service. 2901 
Calumet Ave., destroyed a metal building 
where live to 25-gallon gas tanks were filled 
and distributed 

A state fire marshall, Joseph Murray, was 
expected in Manitowoc today to investigate the 
cause of the explosions and fire. Arson is 
suspected at this tunc, n Eire Department of- 
ficer said 

Eire fighters were summoned at 1.44 am 
and were successful in hosing down two meta! 
tanks believed to have capacities of 14.000 and 
18.000 gallons of the LP gas The gas from these 
tanks, located adjacent to the metal building 
are pumped to this building. 

Allen Schaus said one particular valve was 
left open and that this never would have oc- 
curred as far as any employee was concerned 

At one point in the battle with the flames, 

Greg Schaus and Fire Chief RE Herzog 
entered the source of the blaze, protected by 
asbestos suits, and shut off the liquid gas con- 
nection.

MILWAUKEE (AP> - It was 
a scene Milwaukee hadn’t been 
treated to, or endured, for a 
quarter century: near bedlam 
in downtown thoroughfares as 
thousands of revelers cele- 
brated the winning of a major 
league baseball pennant. 


The scene was much the 
same but the participants 
weren’t. Many of those jam- 


ming the streets Sunday night 
had not been born when the 
Braves, then of Milwaukee, 
won their first — National 
Leagaue pennant in 1957. 

As in 1957, young persons 
jumped atop cars or rocked 
them back and forth after the 
throng, in effect, forced the 
closing of Wisconsin Avenue, 
the main street. 

Other cars with occupants 
leaning out of windows care- 
ened through side streets with 
horns blowing. 

"We’re No. 1," was the re- 
peated cheer. 

Tavern patron Jackie 
Kamke, 22, was fatally injured 
during the third hour of post- 
game celebration when she fell 
under a wheel of a truck on 
which she and about 10 other 
persons were attempting to 
climb. 

It started early Sunday night 
at County Stadium when the 
Milwaukee Brewers, con- 
cluding their 13th year in 
Milwaukee, won the American 
League pennant with a 4-3 vic- 
tory over the California Angels. 

When Rod Carew grounded 
out in the ninth, sealing the An- 
gels’ fate, hundreds of fans, led 
mainly by bleacherites, jumped 
over the barriers and rushed to 
the infield. The scene was total 
confusion.

The fans ripped up the bases 
while the public address an- 
nouncer begged them to leave 
the field. 

The billboard flashed a sign: 
“Please leave the field. Due to 
the recent rain, the playing 
field can be easily damaged. It 
is important that the field be 
ready for next weekend’s World 
Series.”’ 

The fans paid no heed. For 
almost an hour they milled 
about on the infield and out- 
field. They were told that the 
players would come out to 
make a bow, but not until the 
field was cleared. 

"It’s pandemonium," one fan 
who stayed in his seat said. 
"But it’s good-natured pan- 
demonium.”’ 

One young man proudly dis- 
played a patch of grass and 
mud about a foot square that he 
apparently had dug up from the 
playing field. 

Finally, as the crowd moved 
to the parking lot and nearby 
streets, the scoreboard sign 
flashed the word that no play- 
ers would appear. 

No matter, by now nearly ev- 
eryone was outside. . 

A group that had arrived 
from Shenanigan’s Bar in a old 
green firetruck danced a jig in 
front of cars as motorists tried 
to leave. 

Cars on Blue Mound Road, 
the closest city thoroughfare to 
the ballpark, were moving a 
few feet every 10 minutes. Mo- 
torists sounded their horns as 
celebrants walked between the 
autos, some handing beer bot- 
tles to the drivers.

About 50 persons stood on the 
sidewalk and in the street in 
front of Ray Jackson’s, a favor- 
ite gathering place for Brewer 
fans, and drank beer or wine.

More fans stood on the roof of 
nearby Schlehlein  _ Brothers 
tavern and waved to other rev- 
elers. 


At one point, police on foot 
rushed to break up a group that 
had completely blocked the 
street. The celebrators moved 
back good-naturedly and no ar- 
rests were made. 

From the Marquette Univer- 
sity area through downtown 
traffic on Wisconsin Avenue 
was at a virtual standstill for 
hours. 

Many motorists regretted 
driving into the morass. Five 
youths climbed atop the hood of 
a Gremlin whose driver could 
not move forward or backward. 
The youths pounded cake pans 
with wood sticks and jumped up 
and down. As the hood began to 
cave in, the young woman 
driver got out of the car and 
yelled at the youths to get off. 
They paid no heed. The wom- 
an’s female companion, wield- 
ing the broom she carried as a 
symbol of a clean sweep for the 
Brewers, struck at the youths, 
but her weapon was ineffective. 
The two women finally gave up 
the struggle and sat glumly in 
the car.

This past August. Juntas H. Pleuss of Manitowoc, 
celebrated his 90th birthday in a unique way --be wrote

The book, From Kerosene Lamp Age to 1982. Juntas H . 
Pleuss, Businessman. Artist and Sculptor, an autobiogra- 
phy. is now available at: Book and Gift. House of 
Paperbacks. North End Drug Store. Manitowoc Mantime 
Museum, and the Pleuss Agency, all in Manitowoc. 


The writing of the over 100 page book, which includes 
numerous illustrations, began in earnest in 1981. Pleuss 
designed the cover and wrote the copy, though he had help 
with the editing. 


Through the book. Pleuss hopes others can see the value 
of hard work.He wntes vividly about both the good times 
and bad times of his life, and includes many humorous 
anecdotes which add color and life to the account 

Publishing a book is just another accomplishment in a 
long, illustrious and colorful career which ranged from 
being the first real estate salesman to earn a living at this 
profession; the establishment of his own real estate 
company; entry of the insurance business, including 
foundation of a new company for commercial fishermen; 
and al age 87. opening an art store to sell his paintings and 
sculptures.

At age 15 he went to Collins to work in a store and 
became known as Bandy, the egg buster; his training at 
business college lead to Racine and later into the real 
estate and abstract business and as a deputy register of 
deeds in Manitowoc.

MANITOWOC — Julius La 
Rosa became a_ singing star 
with help from Arthur Godfrey 
in a relationship that was often 
stormy. 

LaRosa. who on April 7. 1956, 
married the daughter of Mr. 
and Mrs. Clarence J. Meyer of 
Rockwood, got his big break in 
singing when, in 1950, Godfrey 
allowed him to sing before a 
group of enlisted men when he 
put on a show for them at the 
Pensocola. Fla . Naval Reserve 
base., where Godfrey was serv- 
ing at the time. 

LaRosa sang for Godfrey 
after Godfrey fetan famous 
on television appearances, but 
had a falling out with the enter- 
tainer, leading to a famous 
public firing episode, which 
LaRosa admit hurt him. But he 
bore no hard feeling toward the 
man who gave him his start. 

"Two years with Godfrey 
made me a name", LaRosa ad- 
mitted in a March, 1956 edition 
of TV Guide. Although unwill- 
ing to discuss the personal rela- 
tionship he had with Godfrey 
which led to his firing, he did 
admit in the TV Guide inter- 
view that "Godfrey is more 
than just a man or an enter- 
tainer he's an institution." 

LaRosa’s wife | Rosemary 
helped him through the public 
firing episode.

MISHICOT - Fox Hills Resort and Con 
ference Center officials unveiled plans 
Friday (or $5 million worth of construction 
and remodeling during the next year. 

Plans call for construction of a con 
Terence and convention center, an expand 
ed golf course pro shop, health club and 
spa, 48 condominiums and 50 additional 
motel rooms. 

Ron Likas, president of Fox Hills, said 
the work will be performed in three 
phases and will begin this fall The second 
and third phases of the project are ex- 
pected to begin next year 

“We’re creating what we would like to 
think is a year round conference and con- 
vention center in a resort type at- 
mosphere,' Likas said. 

Construction on the conference and con- 
vention center, which will include about 
20,000 square feet, will begin this fall, he 
said.

City attorney has filed an ap- 
plication with the Federal com- 


munications Commission for 
authority to construct a low 
power television station on 
channel 34 in Manitowoc 

Walter R Brewster  Jr., 


whose firm is called BTV Inc . 
said the application may take 
several months or even years to 
process It was filed with the 
FCC March 8 

Brewster said low power 
television stations serving 
selected areas are a new con 
cept in the TV field and that the 
FCC has received thousands of 
applications. 

Brewster said Manitowoc 
was one of about 14 Midwest 
sites he had selected for possi 
Ide TV station licensing. 

Brewster said he had made 
tentative arrangements to at- 
tach a television antenna to the

Radio Station WCUB-WKKB 
flower system on the city's nor- 
heast side He said he had to 
haVe a _ proposed transmitter 
site in order to complete the 
FCC application. 

Ixuc Davis, executive vice 
president and general manager 
for the radio stations, confirm- 
ed there was a tentative ar- 
rangement However.

If approved, the station would 
have a power of 1.000 watts with

Marriage has its "worries and its rewards.” according to Oscar Samz, but 
he “wouldn't be without it." 

One could well heed Oscar’s sage advice. He and his "bride." the former 
Frances Reuter, have been married for 70 years. Thev observed the occasion 
with a Mass of Thanksgiving celebrated by the Rev Ian Felton Nov. 18 at Ho- 
ly Innocents Catholic Church, Manitowoc. A reception for family and friends 
followed in the school hall. 

With assistance from Homecare Health Services, Oscar, now 99 and using a 
walker, and Frances, who will be 90 in April, manage very well in their own 
home at 1215 Waldo Blvd., Manitowoc. A happy couple, who count their many 
blessings, their 12 children among them, Oscar and Frances are bright, good- 
humored and congenial. 

Mr and Mrs. Samz have been city folks for 30 years, but at heart Oscar will 
always be a farmer. He enjoys talking about'how he tiled his low spots,- 
sweetened his soil and planted the first alfalfa field in the county. He recalls 
with pride his dairy farm with its record breaking registered Guernseys, and 
recollects days of bppine for maple syrup in his woods and the joy of 
harvesting abundant apple crops. 

"Oscar was quite a farmer,’ his wife said with a smile. "He was a good 
farmer and we made headway. It might be bragging, but it's true, you have to 
go a far way to get a farm like ours and the family all worked to better it.” 

The farm Frances was referring to is one at Mishicot that has been in the 
family for 137 years. Oscar’s.grandfather, Jacob Trossen Sr., settled it in 1847 
when he and his wife and five children arrived in America from Trier, Ger- 
many in 1847. As immigrants, they came to Two Rivers by boat from Chicago.

There Trossen settled on a stretch 
of land, built a log cabin, cleared timber and began farming. After two years 
of homesteading, the acreage became his through a land grant. Through the 
vears more land was purchased. 

Later the farm was operated by Oscar’s mother, Katherine, and her hus- 
band. Edward Samz. Oscar, one of 10 children, became the next owner and he 
has passed the homestead on to a son Some of the land was sold to Fox Hills 
Resort for development of its golf course. 

Oscar and Frances met while both were wedding attendants at Wausau, 
where Frances lived. "Lizzie, the bride, invited Frances to return with her to 
Mishicot to help her "set up ' her home. Frances came to Mishicot with Lizzie 
and her husband and Oscar thought it "was his duty" to court the newcomer.

50-mph winds whip state

Winds peaking at 50 miles an hour 
whipped a Great Plains snowfall into 
road-blocking, traffic-blinding storm 
across much of Wisconsin. 

Police began cautioning motorists 
late Sunday against trying to drive as 
the National Weather Service predic- 
ted portions of the state could have a 
foot or more of snow before the storm 
abated this afternoon. 

They said there were several reports 
of vehicles stuck in deep snow during 
the night, with matters expected to get 
increasingly worse today. 

Snowfall Sunday was heaviest in 
northern counties. In the Superior 
area, weather observers reported a 
wind gust of 50 miles an hour.

The heavy snow caused cancellation 
of area bus service this morning but 
there was a possibility that service 
would be resumed at noon depending 
on snow removal progress, according 
to Richard White. Manitowoc Transit 
System manager White said that Mon- 
day marked only the second time in 
seven years that bus service was 
suspended by the city because of snow 
conditions. 

East-northeasterly winds gusting up 
to about 50 miles per hour caused 
heavy drifting in some areas 

The Manitowde County Highway 
Department seemed to be fighting a 
losing battle against the weather, ac- 
cording to Gary Krumel, superinten- 
dent. 

While Krumel termed "everything 
passable" about 8 a m.. he made no 
predictions on how long that situation 
would remain, although all the crews 
would stay out on the roads until about 
7 p.m. The schedule dictated that 
crews would then be called off the 
roads, but would return about 4 a.m. 
Tuesday. 

“Tf someone is out there, we want to 
get them off," Krumel said, referring 
to the possibility of finding a stranded 
motorist. 

The county crews’ major problems 
seem to lie with the fact the high wind 
was causing visibility problems for 
snow removal crews. All 40 county 
units were working, Krumel said. He 
also said when the crews hit areas 
where there was no snow, they were 
hampered by ice. 

Snow removal crews in the city of 
Two Rivers began working about 5 
a.m. today and were expected to con- 
tinue working until all snow has been 
removed from the streets. 

Dave Skarvan, Public Works Depart- 
ment foreman, said he snow removal 
process mav take longer than normal 
because the snow is heavier than nor- 
mal, therefore the machinery will pro- 
bably work a bit slower. 

Skarvan said the plan is to have the 
day shift work until about 4 p.m., then 
have a shift change, with that crew 
working until midnight, at hich time 
another shift change would take place. 

In the city of Manitowoc, the Public- 
Works Department was “slowly but 
surely" winning its battle against what 
appeared to be the worst storm of the 
winter season. 

Street Superintendent Paul 
Steckmesser said that skeleton crews 
were out until 10 p.m. Sunday when 
they were called off the road because 
of dangerous driving conditions.

TORRANCE. Calif. (AP) - Harold 
Peary, the actor whose booming 
vibrato gave life to the character of the 
Great Gildersleeve during radio's 
golden age of drama, has died at the 
age of 76 

Peary died Saturday at Torrance 
Memorial Hospital, said a hospital 
spokeswoman who declined to be iden- 
tified. 

A Portugese immigrant who was 
bom Harrold Jose Pereira de Faria. 
Peary became best known for his por- 
trayal of Throckmorton P_ Gilder- 
sleeve. who was the next-door neighbor 
of Fibber McGee. 

Gildersleeve was a blustery, blun- 
dering, baritone whose heart of gold 
usually was well concealed. “You're a 
haaaaaaaard man. McGee" became a 


national catch phrase, as_ did 
imitations of Gildersleeve's dirty 
laugh 


Peary's character, developed by him 
in 1937, was such a hit that in 1941 he 
was given his own radio show, entitled 
“The Great Gildersleeve," considered 
one of the first “spinoffs" created from 
another series. 

“The Great Gildersleeve." also 
heralded as one of the last great 
comedy series of radio, continued until 
1958, although Peary left the program 
in 1950. He was replaced by Willard 
Waterman, on actor who sounded so 
much like Peary that their voices 
nea were indistinguishable.

MANITOWOC — At the turn of the century a priest entered the Maribel 
Caves area in the town of Cooperstown and dened to build a monastery there. 

He erected a 22-room structure of stones found below the site, the building 
became a popular resort hostelry and inn, and early today its picturesque 
niche in Manitowoc County history was obliterated by a fire of undetermined 
origin. 

‘a ssing motorist discovered the flames and reported the fire to the 
Sherif’ Department at 4:21 a.m. Firefighters from the Maribel, ga eis 
Kellnersville and Francis Creek departments responded. 

The current owner of the building, located on County Trunk R, 17 alee north 
of Manitowoc, is Jeffrey Miller, Green Bay. He acquired the property in 1981 
for $55,000 through a sheriff's sale. It was not in use at the time of the fire. 

The building is situated in an area of rugged beauty, enhanced by the waters 
of Devils River.A resolution to rename Maribel Caves County Park Chemey 
Maribel Caves County Park was adopted by a 28-1 vote of the County Board in 
June, 1978. 

The change paid tribute* to the late Adolph Cherney, who sold the county 75 
acres of land for $15,000 for the park’s development.

MANITOWOC — Fresh from their appearance in Sun- 
day’* Great Circus Parade in Milwaukee, the Budweiser 
Clydesdales will visit Manitowoc Wednesday to salute the 
community for its help in battling the Busch Agricultural 
Resources fire last August.

Several years were spent in attemp- 
ting to put together a_ financing 
package for the project and it was in 
February of 1984 that Manitowoc Hotel 
Associates reached a final agreement 
with a New Jersey investment firm for 
the equity portion of a Sheraton Hotel. 

Later in February of that year, the 
Manitowoc County Board approved the 
sale of 13.06 acres of land for $235,000 
for construction of the hotel.

bonne and acting with Russian 
director Michael Cnekhoy and came

He made his Broadway debut in 
1946 as an Oriental prince in the 
musical "LuteSong.” 

"The King and I." set in the 1860s, 
concerns English governess Anna 
Ixionowens, played originally by 
Gertrude laiwrcnce, who journeys to 
Siam to tutor the country's crown 
prince and ends up educating his 
rather as well. 

The musical opened on Broadway 
on March 29. 1951, and became one 
of Rodgers and Kammerstein's big- 
gest hits. Brynner later starred with 
Deborah Kerr in the movie version, 
released in 1956.

KENOSHA. Wis. AP; The 
dramatic talents ol actor Orson 
Welles, displayed early in school and 
camp performances, drew the alien 
lion of his Wisconsin teachers long 
before his name because famous on 
stage and screen. 

Welles, found dead at a friend’s 
home in I-os Angeles Thursday, was 
born May 6.1915, in Kenosha 

His father, who died when Orson 
was 12. was Richard Head Welles, 
inventor of an acetylene gas lamp 
which was used on bicycles, and 
later was president of the Solar 
Lamp Manufacturing Co His 
mother was Beatrice Ives Welles, an 
amateur musician who was active in 
Kenosha public affairs 

Most of Orson’s childhood was 
spent in Chicago as the ward of Dr 
Maurice A Bernstein, a physician 
and art and theater enthusiast, but

Reagan stunned 
by launch replay 


WASHINGTON (AP) - President 
Reagan today stood in "stunned 
silence*’ as he watched a television 
replay of the space _ shuttle 
explosion 

Presidential spokesman Larry 


Speakes said Vice President George 
Bush and his national security ad- 
viser, Adm. John Poindexter, inter- 
rupted a meeting of Reagan and 
senior aides to tell him of the 
explosion 

The president is concerned; he is 
saddened; he is anxious to have 
more information." Speakes _ told 
reporters at a briefing. 

The spokesman added that "quite 
frankly, the president stood there in 
almost stunned silence as he watch- 
ed the television." 

Told of the blast, Reagan had gone 
immediately to his small study to 
watch developments on television. 

Speakes said he did not anticipate 
any change in Reagan’s plan to 
deliver his State of the Union speech 
to Congress tonight. 

"I'm sure the president will feel 
compelled to mention this," Speakes 
added 

Asked if the 
anything about Christa McAuliffe, 
the teacher on board the flight, 
Speakes said. "It was something 
that was on all of our minds, that it 
had the first teacher in space, the 
first civilian" on board. 

As for the impact of the explosion 
on the future of the space program, 
including future civilian participa- 
tion in flights, Speakes said such 
questions were "premature."

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Crew of 7 presumed dead 
in first shuttle tragedy 


CAPE CANAVERAL, Fla. (AP) 
— Space shuttle Challenger 
exploded into a_ gigantic fireball 
moments after liftoff today, appa- 


rently killing all seven crew 
members, including schoolteacher 
Christa McAuliffe. 


Tljere was no announcement of the 
fate of the crew, but it appeared 


there was no way they could 
survive. 

The Si.2 billion spacecraft, one of 
four in NASA’s | shuttle fleet, 


appeared to be destroyed. 

It was the “rst in-flight disaster in 
56 U.S. manned space missions, 
although three astronauts were 
killed in a 1967 launch pad explosion 
during the Apollo program. 

The explosion was a devastating 
setback for the National Aeronalu- 
tics and Space Administration after 
successfully carrying out 24 space 
shuttle missions in slightly less than 
five years. 

Among those who witnessed the 
explosion were McAuliffe ‘s 
attorney-husband Steve and _ their 
two children, Scott, 9, and Caroline, 
6, who were in a crowd watching at 
Cape Canaveral.

McAuliffe, 37, had been selected 
from 11,146 teacher applicants to be 
the first to fly in the National Aero- 
nautics and Space Administration’s 
citizen-in-space program. 

Spouses of the other astronauts 
also were here. There was no imme- 
diate reaction available from any of 
them. 

The shocking spectacle was seen 
by—mnlioils’ vipeoplea~ round, the 
country who were watching the 
launch on television. 

All 1,200 students at Mrs. McAulif- 
fe's Concord High School were 
cheering the television, stunned 
students murmured: ‘This can't be 
real. ... We can’t be watching this." 

White House spokesman Larry 
Speakes said President Reagan was 
m concerned”’ and “saddened" at the 
accident but had no immediate 
details. "We don’t have any more 
information than what is being 
provided the public on television." 

The House of Representatives 
interrupted its session at the news 
and the chaplain delivered a prayer 
for the astronauts. The House then 
adjourned. 

The gleaming ship had risen spec- 
tacularly off the launch pad at 11:38 
am. EST, after a series of weather 
and technical delays, and was 
climbing smoothly trailing a 
700-geyser of fire when suddenly it 
erupted in a huge fireball and shot 
out of control.

Half an hour after the explosion, a 
serpentine trail of white smoke, 
twisted by the upper wind, remained 
in the clear sky. marking the path of 
the shuttle’s wreckage. 

After the explosion, the shuttle 
appeared to still be flying and 
suddenly corkscrewed out of control 
and plunged toward the ocean. 

The flight was the second of a 
record 15 shuttle flights that NASA 


had planned this year. 
It probably will be months now 
before another shuttle can be 


launched, while engineers try to 
determine what went wrong. 

NASA said the explosion occurred 
about 60 seconds into the mission, at 
a point when the astronauts were 
beginning to throttle their engines 
up to maximum thrust after they 
throttled them down to a 60 percent 
level at 35 seconds in order to reduce

the forces of gravity during liftoff. 

The explosion also occurred about 
the time Challenger was to enter a 
period of maximum aerodynamic 
pressure when wind and other atmo- 
spheric conditions would place the 
maximum force on the outside of the 
vehicle. 

There was no indication whether 
the explosion occurred in the solid 
boosters or in the main engines 
fueled by hydrogen and oxygen from 
the main tank. When Challenger 
lifted off. its huge fuel tank carried 
526,000 gallons of volatile liquid 
hydrogen and oxygen. 

Mission control reported that 
there was no indication of any prob- 
lem with the engines, the solid 
boosters or any other system and 
that the shuttle just suddenly blew 
apart.

Oscar winner 


Ray Milland 
dead at 78 


TORRANCE. Calif. (AP) - Ray 
Milland, who played opposite some 
of Hollywood’s top female stars in 
the 1940s and won an Oscar for his 
portrayal of a tormented alcoholic in 
“The Lost Weekend,’’ has died of 
cancer at age 78. 

Milland, who learned only within 
the last few months that he had 
cancer, died in his sleep Monday at 
Torrance Medical Center, said agent 
Ronnie Leif. He was admitted Fri- 
day, said hospital spokeswoman 
Carmela Welte. 

Born Jan. 3, 1908, as Reginald 
Truscott-Jones in Neath, Wales, the 
son of a steel mill superintendent. 
Milland appeared in nearly 150 
films, including the classic “Dial M 
For Murder,’’ and horror films in 
the 1970s. 

One of his best known roles was 
the alcoholic writer in “The Lost 
Weekend,” which won him an Oscar 
for best actor in 1945. The film, co- 
starring Jane Wyman, also won for 
best picture and best director for 
Billy Wilder. 

In his 1974 autobiography, “Wide- 
Eyed in Babylon,’ Milland wrote 
that. his portrayal created a 
domestic crisis. A friend saw him 
stagger down a New York street dur 
ing the filming, but failed to see a 
camouflaged camera. The friend 
called Milland’s wife. Muriel, to 
report that her husband had become

a bum. prompting a trantic call from 
her for reassurance. 

“He was a very fine gentleman,” 
said Barbara Stanwyck, who ap- 
peared with Milland in “California” 
in 1947. “I enjoyed knowing him and 
working with him.

“He was a very good actor, a very 
talented man.” said Ginger Rogers, 
who co-starred with Milland in 
several films, including “The Major 
and the Minor” in 1942 and “Lady in 
the Dark” in 1944. “He was 
somewhat of a distant gentleman in 
that he kept his own counsel.” 

Milland's co-stars also included

McArthur noted the Weinhagen bridge 
is the oldest and longest pratt truss on the 
Wisconsin public road system. It was built 
in 1886 

She said the bridge is "definitely eligi- 
ble for the National Register of Historic 
Places under the National Park Service. 
Department of Interior.” 

If the bridge was accepted for the Na- 
tional Register, it would qualify for 
federal funding for preservation purposes. 

Armand E. Kueter, president of the 
Manitowoc County Historical Society, said 
tlie group "has discussed the possibility of 
preserving the. bridge at the site, or of 


moving one or both spans to the Pine Crest 
Historical Village.” 

Dufek said the city had obtained photos 
and sketches of the bridge for historical 
purposes and had removed two identifica- 
tion markers. 

He also noted that the city previously 


prepared draft environmental assessment 
-report which was made _ available for 
public inspection. Notices of the draft 
assessment were published in __ this 
newspaper in January and Feburary of 
1983 

Dufek said the bridge is under the 
jurisdiction of the state Department of 
Transportation during the reconstruction 
stages.

from homes; 


water level receding today 


MANITOWOC — Local govern- 
ment officials today were assessing 
damage caused by extensive flood- 
ing in the Manitowoc Rapids area, 
said to be the worst in 30 years or 
more. 

The Manitowoc River overflowed 
its banks in the area Tuesday after- 
noon and forced the evacuation of 40 
to 50 persons from their homes. 

The situation improved dramati- 
cally during the early morning 
hours today when an ice floe appa- 
rently broke loose and the water 
receded an estimated four feet in 1! 
hours, according to Police Depart- 
ment reports. 

“It was as though you pulled a 
bathtub plug.!! said County 
Emergency Government Director 
Nancy Crowley who was still on the 
scene this morning. "Some people 
who have lived out here for 20-plus 
years just cannot believe how fast 
the water crested and how fast the 
water level receded." 

Manitowoc Police Chief Leroy 
Strauss was one of those closely 
monitoring the situation on _ the 
scene Tuesday night and early 
today, and the veteran of 31 years on 
the police force said this year's 
flooding in Rapids was the worst he 
has ever seen. 

The flooding was attributed to a 
combination of warm weather thaw 


and ice jams in the Manitowoc 
Rapids area. 

A three-member team of city 
officials was assessing damage on a 
property by property basis this 
morning. The team included Build- 
ing Inspection Director Calvin Stein. 
Assessor Robert Senglaub and Asso- 
ciate Planner Nicholas IRs 
Levendusky. 

The information will be turned 
over to Crowley, who plans to file a 
damage estimate report with the 
state emergency government office 
in Madison later today. 

Mayor Anthony V. Dufek. who was 
at the scene during the night and this 
morning, was impressed with the 
teamwork shown. 

"Everybody did a good job." he 
said. "The city, county and town of 
Manitowoc Rapids worked well 
together." 

Dufek said he and County Board 
Chairman Donald Vogt may call a 
meeting soon "to reappraise the 
situation because of the potential 
that it could happen every year." 

Manitowoc Fire Department 
personnel have been busy pumping 
water from homes and streets in the 
area, and Tuesday assisted resi- 
dents from their homes with the help 
of a front end loader driven, at 
times, right up to the steps of

In the early years Indians 
roamed this area. Bands of Chip- 
pewas and Menomonees were in 
the county when white settlers first 
made eir appearance. Large 
fields of corn grown by Indians 
were found According to "John 
Nagle's Hisotry of Manitowoc 
County, Wisconsin" written in 1878 
(a copy is available from the Mani- 
towoc County Historical Society’: 

"Those in Manitowoc and on the 
flats of the Rapids were abandoned 
by the Indians, but a ‘plantation: at 
Cato Fals was under cultivation in 
the year 1837. This seemed to be the 
headquarters of the chief of the 
band of Chippewas in this county 
His name was Mexico, and he is spoken of by those who knew him, as a 
person of peaceable and benevolent disposition. He died in the year 1845, 
a Re about 60, and was buried at Manitowoc Rapids a little above the 
village. 

The United States land survey in the-'county, again according to 
Nagle, was completed in the summer of 1835 by A.G. Ellis, father of 
Judge Ellis of Brown County. A land office was established the previous 
year at Green Bay. It was at this office the first land entries were made 
for this county. Louis Fizette was listed as purchasing land Aug. 3,1835; 
William Jones. Sept. 10. 1835; Francis Laframois, Aug. 3; Wm 
Joufdain. Aug. 6 — the last two in Rapids. 

Wrote Nagle: "Sartoris made heavy purchases in and around the 
town of Cato. Fizette sold his land in Manitowoc to Arndt. The land in 
the possession of Jones extended three miles aong the lakeshore south 
from the "Little Manitowoc" and to the present line <1878; separating 
Manitowoc Rapids from the town of Manitowoc.

"In the spring of 1836, Jones, Clark & Co. sent a gang of five men. 
Mark Howard. EL. Abbot, Franham, E.L Allet. and D.S. Munger to 
clear the site for a town. They cut down a dense tamarack forest which 
skirted the river near the foot of Sixth and Seventh Streets. The town 
plat of Manitowoc was also laid out that summer by a civil engineer 
named Waterburn. This same spring a settlement was made by Jacob 
W. Conroe, at Manitowoc Rapids. He built a saw mill during the summer 
of that year and had it running that fall 

"Conroe was married when he came to the Rapids, and Mrs. Conroe 
was the first white woman in the county and the only one for some time 
He employed about 30 men. 

"In April 1837, Jones, Clark & Co., sent 40 laborers, besides 
carpenters, to Manitowoc to erect buildings and to continue the work of 
clearing off the forest which was begun the year previous. Among these 
men were Moses and Oliver Hubbard and D.S. Munger. Those were the 
only ones who had families."

Show kicks off 
Liberty weekend 


NEW YORK (AP) — America has carried a 
torch for Lady Liberty for a century and 
tonight — with the presidents of the United 
States and France at hand, and millions 
watching worldwide — that torch will be set 
ablaze once again. 

Today’s ceremonies marking the end of the 
four-year campaign to restore the statue 
began with a parade of small ships. They 
were to culminate when President Reagan at 
3:25 p.m. pushes a switch that shoots a laser 
beam across New York Harbor to set off a 
1 .4-million-watt light show to illuminate the 
Lady. 

A fleet of nearly 200 small sailing ships 
from around the world and a host of private 
boats sailed past the Statue of Liberty this 
morning, a preliminary to the OpSail parade 
of tall ships set for the Fourth of July. 

The yachts and powerboats paraded down 
the East River, passing the United Nations 
and Lady Liberty, serenaded by the Ameri- 
can Wind Symphony aboard the barge S.S. 
Point and Counterpoint. 

At Gracie Mansion, the mayor's residence, 
1,000 VIPs — including U.S. Sen. Robert Dole. 
R-Kan. — watched the river spectacle from 
the lawn as they breakfasted on bagels and 
cream cheese. 

But it is just the start of a four-day 
celebration of immigrant dreams and Ameri- 
can accomplishments, four days of tall ships 
and warships, street fairs and exotic fare, 
skyrockets and superstars. 

It’s all wrapped in red, white and blue, and 
organizers make no apologies to critics who 


producer of Liberty Weekend, who turned 
aside criticism that the statue’s birthday has 
been commercialized and overproduced. 

"I never mind a review after the show is 
over,” he said. “I resent a review before the 
show has begun. 

“What I will do and what I hope that people 
do is ... have a good time and they feel good 
about themselves and about the country. 
That’s all my goal is. Just loosen up, have a 
nice four days, enjoy yourself.” 

Officials say as many as 13 million people 


will take part in some aspect of the weekend 
festivities. Millions more will watch on televi- 
sion in the United States and in 33 other 
countries. 

Churches around the nation rang their bells 
for 100 seconds at noon today after a service 
at St. Patrick’s Cathedral featuring patriotic 
songs and prayer and a videotaped message 
from Pope John Paul II. 

At 8:30 p.m., Reagan and French President 
Francois Mitterrand will preside over the 
opening ceremonies and the relighting of the 
statue. 

Reagan will present Medals of Liberty to 12 
foreign-bom Americans, including Bob Hope 
and composer Irving Berlin. Chief Justice 
Warren Burger will administer the citizen- 
ship oath by satellite to thousands of new 
Americans around the country. : 

Performances by such entertainers as Neil 
Diamond and Debbie Allen will be intercut 
with segments on the histories of the Statue of 
Liberty and Ellis Island. In the end. there will 
be fireworks, and the statue's torch will shine 
once again. 

Six years have passed since the National 
Park Service first received reports that the 
statue, a gift from France, needed restoration 
after nearly a century in New York Harbor. 
Reagan appointed a commission to restore 
the statue and Ellis Island in 1982, and put Lee 
Iacocca in charge. y 

Iacocca raised $277 million for the job and 
after two years of work. Lady Liberty is 
“good for another 100 years at least, ” he says. 

Iacocca also hired Wolper to produce the 
Liberty Weekend festivities. Wolper orche- 


vstrated them ona $30 million budget raised 


from tickets to events, as well as $10 million 
paid by ABC for exclusive television rights.

Two new caves discovered 
at Chilton’s Ledge view Park 


CHILTON — Two new caves have 


been discovered at Ledgeview Park, 
Chilton. 
On April 6, members of the 


Wisconsin Speleogical Society, while 
on an exploratory trip to Mon- 

tgomery Cave at Ledgeview Park 
used an electronic probing device on 
sink holes about one-half mile north 
of Montgomery Cave. 

According to Calumet County 
Naturalist. Ron Zahringer, a series 
of sink holes were tested, and where 
there was resistance, and the cur 
rent didn’t flow as quickly from one 
electrode to the next, they felt there 
was something underneath. 

The sink holes were pinpointed, 
and on April 29, society members 
returned to the park and opened a 
small room with a sloping floor.

the Wisconsin Conservation Corps

for the Retired Senior Volunteer 
Program at home during the July 4 
holiday period 14 years ago. There 
are 521 persons active in the prog- 
ram today. 

One of Barta’s biggest and most 
arduous undertakings was muster- 
ing support for construction of a 
20.000 square foot senior center to 
replace an obsolete structure that 
wa? built in 1943 to serve as a 
recreation and administrative facili- 
ty for World War Il defense workers. 

The senior center building project 
was put to a citywide referendum on 

two occasions. It lost by a 745-vote 
margin in 1974 but Committee on 
Aging officials felt that the public 
did not fully understand the referen- 
dum question. 

The project was described as a 
recreational facility in the referen- 
dum in accordance with existing 
stale law, Barta and other officials 
worked to get the Wisconsin Legisla 
ture to change the wording to permit 
the use of the term senior center. 
Four years later in 1978 the project 
went to a referendum again and thi* 
time it won by a narrow 173-vote 
margin 

Barta completed a special two- 
week course at the University of 
Wisconsin Engineering Department 
in the planning, design and building 
multi-purpose senior centers. She 
also took a three. year gerontology 
course from the University of 
Wisconsin and a three-year corres- 
pondence course in community 
organization for the elderly and 
pre-retirement planning from the 
University of Tennessee. UT offi- 
cials later requested use of her 
community organization plan as a 
teaching tool. 

It takes a special kind of person to 
head a senior citizen program and 
the 67 year old Barta had many of 
the requisites 

Robert Kellerman, who heads the 
county aging program, described 
her as “dedicated, tenacious and 
politically astute.” 

“She learned by doing and she 
treats her job like a business,” he 
added. “She works to get the job 
done despite* agreements and ' 
disagreements. -i 

The Rev. William Zimmer, 
chairs the Manitowoc Committee on 
Aging, said Barta was “a good 
organizer who anticipates things 
and is not caught off guard on most 
issues. Politically she is able to work 
things out in a compromise fashion 
and with a minimum of feather 
ruffling ” 

Barta, who is the mother of four 
grown children and has 12 grand 
children, credits much of her 
success to the strong support she 
received from her husband. Donald, 
and the Committee on Aging. 

Barta has received numerous 
honors during her long career but 
two she treasures most were 
received within a short time of each 
other in 1982. One was a lifetime 
achievement award for outstanding 
service in behalf of the elderly from 
the Wisconsin Congress on Aging 
The other was the 1982 woman of the 
year award from the Manitowoc 
Two Rivers Business and Profes- 
sional Women’s Club.

Nancy Reagan was scheduled to cut the 
ribbon today opening the Statue of Liberty to 
the public after its two-year, $66 million 
restoration, a dazzling rededication, a Fourth 
of July parade of tall ships, and Friday's 
pyrotechnics 

President Reagan described the Lady as 
the symbol of "the hope that is America," 
then added. "While it's good to talk about 
serious things, it is just as important and just 
as American to have some fun.” 

Then, as an estimated 2 million people 
watched from the harbor *s shores and 
millions more on television. 41 barges circling 


Liberty Island launched 40,000 shells — 20

tons ol fireworks — that bathed the statue in 
brilliance. 

Fifteen miles of the New Jersey Turnpike 
were closed as motorists stopped and climbed 
on their vehicles to watch. 

"It’s spectacular . It's a knockout.” said 
Joan Chamin of White Plains, who shouted 
and clapped at Liberty State Park in New- 
Jersey.

Theatre purchase 
terms announced 


MANITOWOC — Officers of the 
Society to Preserve the Capitol, Inc., 
a non-stock, non-profit corporation 
established to acquire and renovate 
the Capitol Theatre in downtown 
Manitowoc as a county-wide enter- 
tainment complex, announced the 
signing of a purchase agreement 
with the present owners today. The 
agreement provides that the Society 
to Preserve the Capitol, Inc. will 
acquire the present Capitol Theatre, 
together with all equipment located 
in it. Closing for the transaction will 
occur within the next 90 days. 

Officers of the corporation have 
also announced that a major fund- 
raising drive to acauire the monies 
necessary to complete the acquisi- 
tion and renovation of the theatre 
will begin shortly. Plans call for the 
theatre to be refurbished consistent 
with its original splendor. The theat- 
re was constructed in the early 
1920 s and for many years featured 
live entertainers — many of whom 
were prominently known national 
entertainment personalities. 

In a recently drafted statement of 
its goals for the theatre, the corpora- 
tion noted: “During the most recent 


attempt to modernize the interior, 
much of the theatre’s original 
elegance was lost, hidden away 
behind layers of flat paint. It is the 
intent of our organization to employ 
Conrad-Schmidt Studios to restore 
the grandeur and elegance of the 
original decoration.” 


Ron Kaminski, chairman of the 
corporation's board of directors, 
pointed out the benefits of the new 
theatre profit. “First and foremost, 
there will be a central performing 
arts center for the county in a 
facility that can seat approximately 
1,000 persons for each show. Local 
community groups will have access 
to the facility for plays, concerts, 
readings, recitals, lectures, political 
rallies, movies, industrial seminars, 
sale shows, movie festivals, or orga- 
nizational entertainment extrava- 
ganzas. In addition, the facility 
would be available for live enter 
tainment to be brought into the 
community.”

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‘King of Swing’- 
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Goodman dead _ 


» NEW YORK (AP) - “King of 
Swing” Benny Goodman, who died 
in his sleep at 77, is remembered by 
Steve Allen who played him in “The 
Benny Goodman Story” as a hard 
man to get to know, but “the world’s 
greatest artist on the jazz clarinet.” 

“Even men who performed in his 
marvelous orchestra for a good 
many years have said that they 
never really got to know him person- 
ally,” Allen said Friday, after Good- 
man died, apparently of cardiac 
arrest, in his Manhattan apartment. 

“But we will all miss him never- 
theless simply because he was the 
world’s greatest artist on the jazz 
clarinet and his orchestra was one of 
the greatest of all time,” Allen said. 

“He gave so much,” said vibra- 
phonist Lionel Hampton. “He was 
the first one to integrate and put 
black and white together in his 
quartet and his organization. ... It 
meant so much for him to have us 
play together.” 

Police Sgt. Ronald Severin said 
Goodman, who had been taking a 
nap on a guest room couch, was 
found dead Friday afternoon by his 
housekeeper Anna Lekander. 

Goodman, who had a pacemaker 
implanted in 1984, was honored at 
this year’s Grammy awards show in 
February with a lifetime achieve- 


ment award — the most recent in a 
long career of firsts, superlatives 
and honors. 


Of all the big bands, none was 
bigger than Goodnv'n’s in the 1930s. 
During that decade’, his orchestra 


became the first jazz band to play 
New York's Carnegie Hall. His audi- 
ences responded in a way that later 
became familiar to crooners and 


rock stars and he was dubbed the 


King of Swing for his syncopated 
rhythms. 

Goodman’s body was being held at 
the Metropolitan Funeral Home in 
Manhattan until it could be taken to 
the Bouton and Reynolds mortuary 
in Stamford, Conn., Severin said. 

The tall, apple-cheeked bandlead- 
er with the horn-rimmed glasses 
expected perfection from himself, 
and demanded excellence from his 
musicians. “If you’re interested in 
music, you can’t slop around.” he 
once said. 

Goodman was born in Chicago on 
May 30, 1909. the eighth of 11 child- 
ren of a poor immigrant tailor. He 
first picked up a clarinet at the age 
of 10. when a local synagogue began 
lending musical instruments and 
giving lessons to children for about 
25 cents a week. 

In 1934. helped by John Henry 
Hammond Jr., a critic and promo- 
ter, Goodman put together his first 
band and opened in Billy Rose’s 
Music Hall. 

That led to a Saturday night coast- 
to-coast radio show, “Let’s Dance.” 
The program reached 2 million 
people each week, but since Good- 
man's band was in the midnight slot, 
most of his listeners were on the 
West Coast. 

When Goodman took the band on 
tour that winter, audiences on the

way west were not prepared for its 
brand of loud, fast dance music. The 
band was on the point of breaking up 
in failure when it arrived in Los 
Angeles and created a sensation. 

From there. Goodman became a 
national phenomenon. 

His theme was “Let’s Dance” and 
his closing theme was “Goodbye.” 
Goodman would take extensive solos 
on “After You’re Gone" and “Sweet 
Georgia Brown”; his bands were 
also known best for their renditions 
of “Stompin’ at the Savoy,” “Don’t 
Be That Way,” “One O’clock 
Jump” and "Sing, Sing, Sing.” 

In 1937 Goodman and his clarinet 
sat with the Coolidge Quartet in a 
Library of Congress radip broadcast 
of Mozart’s Quintet in A Major. He 


later recorded with major 
symphony orchestras, and commis- 
sioned works for clarinet from

Bela Bartok.

Miss Smith died Tuesdav of 
respiratory arrest at the emergency 
room of Raleigh Community Hospi- 
tal, where she was taken after being 
stricken at her home, said nursing 
* supervisor Mike Leisey. She was 79. 

Miss Smith was a _ patriot in 
every sense of the word.... America 
was indeed God-blessed to have 
Kate Smith as one of her daught- 


ers,” Reagan said in a statement 
from the White House.

He is a man who remembers dirt roads on Main Street in Mishicot. He also 
remembers when most residences in town had a cow: in the backyard when a 


pond loaf of rye bread costs 10 cents and when 58 cents in the pocket went a 
ong v»> ay. 


Kadow at 93. is the oldest resident of the Village of Mishicot 
out regrets. 

His advice to today's young workforce, "learn a good trade even if you have 
to work for less money.” comes from his experiences, starting as a nine-year- 
old laborer in a Mishicot cigar factory. He took his own advice, retiring as a 
master plumber and owner of his own shop about 20 years ago. 

Kadow. the oldest ot tour children of George and Mary Kadow, was deli- 
vered at home by a midwife November 19,1892. When he was born, the village 
had 250 residents. When his father "pulled up stakes,” Kadow was left to be 
the main bread winner and accordingly "didn't have much time for fun.” 

"I went to work when I was nine, stripping leaves in a cigar factory for 50 
cents a week. That 50 cents went a long way,” Kadow said. 

He quit school altogether in fourth grade and worked three years in the 
cigar factory He also did piece-work packing shingles. 

Then John Vertz entered Kadow’s life and turned it around. 


Vertz had opened a hardware store and sheet metal business on Main Street 
in Mishicot He saw Kadow was a good worker and enticed him on as an 
employee with 75 cents a day. People then worked 10 hours a day. 

Kadow. so thrilled w ith the proposition of learning a trade, quit his jobs as a 
cigar roller, shingle packer and a Saturday and Sunday morning barber. 

"For three years I worked for Vertz and when I was 18 years old in 1900 I 
became foreman. Kadow said, adding that 33 years later he opened his own 
shop on Randolph Street 

Even though life was hard in those days. Kadow remembers some fun 
times. | played pool, fished, bow led and tended bar for the Levenhagen Alley 
on Main Street. We danced to the Gloe-Naidl Orchestra of Two Rivers and the 
Tisch Mills Showers Brass Band. The band played polkas and waltzes, but I 
wasn't much of a dancer But I would stand around and chew (tobacco) and 
drink beer.” 

At this time the Eli Theatre opened on Main Street. Kadow and a group of 
men put S100 toward opening the business. Kadow remembers riding his old 
one- cylinder Harley Davidson to the theatre in Two Rivers in 1910 to pick up 
the movies for a Mishicot run. 


adow, during this period, was content. His wages were the highest in town, 
he had a motorcycle and he was single. "But people where always after me to 
open my own business. Kadow said. : 
World War I cleaned house in Mishicot with the draft. Although he wasn t in 
favor of the war, Kadow was drafted in 1917 and served a year at a camp in

a t23 Kadow married Nora Stueck and the couple took over the Stueck 
homestead Kadow tore down a shed in the back of the house, built a shop and 
opened up Kadow. Plumbing and Heating and Sheet Metal. "Now’ I have the 


best job m town," Kadow said at the time, explaining he had reached his goal 
in life.

closed down his sheet metal business and just operated the hardware store. 
"They all liked me and they like me to this day,’’ Kadow said, adding that his 
first job as boss involved the building of three new houses. 

We were putting on roofs and gutters, install- 
ing furnaces and doing plumbing and sheet metal. We were retinning milk 
cans and storage shops.” The plating business eventually went to pieces

During this time the family grew, Grover and Nora had four children, 
Betty, now of Manitowoc, Marie of West Allis, Roger of Mishicot and Mar- 
jorie. who died about 25 years ago. 

Kadow also remembers the "Crash of 1929,” when after a day of writing 
checks, he went to the bank and the doors were locked. "The Depression was 


tough on me for a while. I had to pay my bills, but we couldn’t touch our money 
in the bank,” Kadow said. 


His wife was related to the banking Schuette family in Manitowoc. "We 
went down to see uncle to get a mortgage on the house. I told him we were in 
trouble. We had money in the bank, but we couldn’t touch it to pay our 
suppliers.” he said. 


But. after a discussion with Schuette and sheet metal supplier Kerscher, 
Kadow found out his "note was good.” 


Nora died in 1956 and Kadow then married the former Dora Krueger Wolf- 
meyer in 1958. 

Kadow retired about 20 years ago, when he was 72, but he still can be found 
in the shop in back of the house. Son Roger is now owner and operator. 

Kadow remembered the early years of his son’s life. "I couldn’t chase him 
out of the place (the plumbing and heating shop.) I told him he could be 
anything he wanted to be. a druggist, a doctor, a teacher. I told him to go to 
school, but he was so interested in the business, he stayed.” 

Kadow also made “big money, better money” operating a wiener stand, 
ring toss, doll rack and fortune wheel at county fairs in Manitowoc, Green Bay 
and Chilton. He was also the object of affection from a carnival owner’s 
daughter who wanted him to travel with the carnival. 

Kadow laughs when he remembers part of his history and that of Mishicot. 

I remember when there were wooden sidewalks in Mishicot, I remember 
when you could get a calf liver, lung and heart for 15 cents.” 


"I never have any regrets about my life. The high point of it was meeting 
John Vertz and learning the trade,” he said. 


Kadow also remembers when the best thing a person could say about you 
was "he’s a good, honest guy!”

Ledg e View Park’s two new caves 


will i open to the publi

CHILTON - Two newly 
discovered cates in northeastern 
Wisconsin will soon be open to the 
public . 

These caves, in Ledge View Park 
one mile south of Chilton, are the 
first to be discovered in Calumet 
County in over 115 years 

Previously, _Mongomery Cave 
stood alone in the park. It had been 
explored since Civil War times 
Around 1930, it was lost for a short 
time when it was filled with animal 
remains from a nearby rendering 
plant. 

The cave was cleared of debris, 
but was later threatened by a quarry” 
operation. 

Calumet Nature Studies, a natural 
resource oriented group in Calumet 
County, had the cave saved and has 
since offered guided tours to educate 
the public. 

The Wisconsin Speleological (cave 
exploring) Society became _ in- 
terested in Montgomery Cave and 
did some excavating in its lower 
passages. 

Ron Zahringer, Ledge View Park 
naturalist, informed the group of 
several sinking depressions in the 
park . 

Exploring with an_ electronic 
device, Mike Schleis of Green Bay 
and Jim Countney of Appleton 
determnined the existence of a 
substantial underground void 

With the help of other WSS 
members, a depression was opened 
on April 20 ana a unique cave was 
discovered. The cave was _ con- 
sidered unique because of its 
speleothems (rock formations). 

The discovery was 
Carolyn's Caverns, after 
wife. 

A pile of horse bones, probably 
dating back to the rendering plant, 
was removed from the cave 

The exploration of Carolyn’s 
Caverns and the surface features 
associated with it led to the 
discovery of a third cave. It was 
named Mother’s Cave, having been 
excavated on Mother’s Day.

Corps, employed by the Calumet 
County Park System, became in- 
volved in the project on June 24. The 
WCC is removing natural fill from 
Carolyn’s Caverns to facilitate 
walking, rather than crawling, in the 
cave. 

But, Mother’s Cave will remain an 
“adventure Cave,” as Zahringer ex- 
plained, with crawling, climbing and 
squeezing being the mode of travel. 

Both caves are considered wild, in 
the sense that they are not commer- 
cialized with walkways, handrails 
and electric lighting. They remain 
virtually in their natural state. 

During the excavation of 
Carolyn’s Caverns, a mass of gems 
were mined out of sediments in the 
cave.Later, the same type of highly 
polished stones were found in 
Mother § Cave Geologists from the 


University of Wisconsin -Green Bay 
and UW-Oshkosh presented theories 
on their formation. There is a debate 
on whether the stones are glacial in 
origin or native chert from within 
the caves. 

One thing does seem certain 
they were polished more than 11,000 
years ago by glacial melt water. 

Zahringer hopes to have the the 
cave gems on sale as souvenirs so 
that tourists will have something to 
remember their visit by 

“That way, they won’t be so temp 
td to break off a (cave) formation,” 
he said. 

The caves are believed to be over 
60,000 years old and until now, the 
two new caves had never been 
entered by people.

Listed on the memorial stones are 
the names of three Manitowoc Coun- 
ty veterans who died in the Spanish- 
American War, 206 from the Civil 
War, 67 from World War |, 172 from 
World War Il, 26 in the Korean War 
and 44 from the Vietnam War. 

Among those listed is a Congres- 
sional Medal of Honor recipient, 
Staff Sgt. Andrew Miller, who was 
Killed in action Nov 29, 1944.

Here is a history of events leading up to creation and 
dedication of the Manitowoc County Veterans Memorial 
Sunday morning. 

June, 1983 — Richard Lau, chairman of the Manitowoc 
County United Veterans Council, and Leslie R. Moede, 
county veterans service officer from 1960 to 1983, infor- 
mally discuss the idea of a memorial to county war 
veterans, and agree to actively pursue the plan.

He rejoined the group, but left it 
in 1922 in New York, taking Jobs 
that Included Coney Island stilt- 
walker. vaudeville mime and com- 
edy straight man He began dress- 
ing with conservative elegance, 
and was a hit with New York 
hostesses. 

He invented his cosmopolitan ac- 
cent as a cover for ignorance.

“I remember people saying that 
as soon as Gollata ae in office the 
taxes go up." he said. 

The result was that both Gollata 
and Koepke were defeated in the 
1961 spring election. Ziamik served

Gollata was never beaten again as

MANITOWOC - Just because 
Larry DuVall has undergone total 
hip replacement surgery doesn't 
mean he's ready for a rocking chair 
The Two Rivers resident is only 50 
years old and plans to return to his 
job as supervisor of the service 
| department at the Paragon Electric 
Co. as soon as his recovery is 


complete. 
There was a time when hip 
replacement surgery was 


performed almost exclusively on 
senior citizens who had suffered 
extensive arthritic damage to their 
| hip joints. 
, Although 96 percent of today's hip 
| replacements are still performed on 
| senior citizens, technological 
advances have Increased the dura 
bility of artificial joints, making 
| them more acceptable for younger 
| people who are usually more active 
for more years than senior citizens, 
| according to Dr. Joseph 
| DiRaimondo. 

"Usually most of the people with 
joint replacements are 60 plus 
(years old)," said the Manitowoc 
orthopedic specialist. ‘‘However, 
there are a few that have been 
younger .”’ 

Due to DuVall's youth, DiRaimon 
do utilized the relatively new bone 
in-growth means of attaching the 
artificial joint to the patient s bones, 

| as. he replaced both of DuVall’s hip 

| joints. 

| Rather than cement tlie artificial 

| joint socket to the hip bone and the 

| opposite portion of the joint to the 

| femur (upper thigh bonei as is most 
|commonly done, a_ cementless 
| procedure was used on DuVall. 

With this procedure, the bones, as 
they heal, grow into porous surfaces 
on the metal artificial joint parts. 
The hip bone and femur become 
directly attached to the artificial 
joint, anchoring the joint more 
securely in place, DiRaimondo said 

| Wear and tear over a long period 
| of time can result in loosening of 
both cemented and cementless 
attachments, but the cementless 
attachment should be more suitable 
for younger people because it is less 
| Krone to breaking down over a 
>nger period of time, he added. 
If the joint-to-bone attachment 


hip surgery doesn’t mean 
it’s time for life in a rocking chair 


loosens, surgical repairs are 


necessary 
"The whole idea with Mr DuVall, 


because of his age, was to use one of 
the modern, devices, so if he needs 
another (hip) surgery, there won't 
Ix* as much bone destruction. ” 

DiRaimondo explained. “I think 
that at age 50 if someone has this, 

it's important to realize that things 
could go wrong and they might need 
further surgery 

The longevity of the artificial joint 
depends greatly on the amount of 
stress the patient places on it over 
lime 

“You've got to take care of them.' 
DiRaimondo warned “We try to 
discourage jumping off of ladders or 
the back of a truck impact loads ! 

DuVall is familiar with physical 
limitations, having suffered since 
childhood with Perthes’ disease, an 
mflamation of the femur at the hip 
joint The disease developed into a 
painful arthritic condition which 
damaged both hip joints to the point 
that replacement became the only 
solution. 

“Tt got to the point that 1 could 
hardly get around.' DuVall 
recalled, adding that he had to give 
up one of his favorite activities, golf 

"It was just throwing the whole 
game off because of the pain.” he 
noted “Two years ago I had to give 
it up completely." 

With the source of DuVall's pain 
gone. DiRaimondo said. “He’ll be 
able to return to golf' 

“The main reason for this surgery 
is relief of pain," DiRaimondo 
added 

DuVall's right hip joint was 
replaced in March of 1986 and the 
left followed in December, as the 
400th total hip replacement at Mam 
towoc Memorial Hospital. One in 
three hip replacement patients need 
both ous replaced. DiRaimondo 
note: 

Continuing physical therapy exer 
cises on his own at home and as an 
outpatient, DuVall is well on his way 
to recovery and hopes to return to 
work by March or Apri 

After that, lie's hoping for an even 
more active lifestyle 

“Maybe sometime I'd be able to 
get buck to riding a bicycle, which I 
haven't been able to do for awhile, 
DuVall said. “T'll have to buy one."

MANITOWOC --When Leo W 
Templeton joined the municipal 
wastewater treatment plant work 
force 33 years ago, things were so 
ouiet during winter weekend nights 
that they sometimes closed the 
gates "because we didn't have 
enough flow to keep the pumps 
running ” 

The sewage was allowed to back 
up into the system until the next 
work shift came on duty at 8 am he 
said 

At that time, the plant had a flow 
of 4 to 5 million gallons daily and

Libcrace recently reached a new 
height in popularity and critical ac- 
ceptance When not doing concerts, 
he kept busy with plans for an ex- 
panded museum park to be centered 
around a piano shaped building in 
Las Vegas. He also had 21 dogs, 
which he referred to as his children. 

Liberace spent nearly four years 
embroiled in a lawsuit brought by 
his former chauffeur. Scott Thorson. 
Thorson, 27. originally sought $113 
million, claiming he had lived with 
Liberace as a secretary, chauffeur, 
animal trainer and lover. The suit 
was settled out of court last year for 
$95,000, a judge earlier threw out 
Thorson's palimony claim. 

The entertainer, who maintained 
Thorson was merely a_ vengeful 
former employee, said at a 1973 
news conference that he believed 
homosexuality was wrong 

"No. I'm not a homosexual," 
Liberace said. "As | told a British

Scott died in his sleep Monday, 
said son-in-law Sam Tyler. He had 
suffered a weak heart in recent 
years, and had several bouts with 
pneumonia . 

Scott, who got his foot in the door 
in Holljwood when he met producer 
Howard Hughes on a golf course 11 
1929, retired in 1962 after making 
"Ride the High Country” with Joel 
McCrea. 

He said he didn’t miss the movies, 
hated publicity and was offended by 
screen sex, 

“?m_ really glad I'm out of them, 
the way most pictures are now,” he 
said in 1973. 

In "Ride the High Country,” Mc- 
Crea and Scott played aging mar- 
shals assigned to protect a gold ship - 
ment and were directed by Sam 
Peckinpah. Scott played his usual 
tough, taciturn role. 

“We got the best notices, both of 
us, in our entire career, because we 


were playing ourselves, at our age." 
the 81-year old McCrea said Mon- 
day. “We liked each other. ... When 
we worked together, it was one of the 
most pleasant experiences | ever 
had, because he was a Southern 
gentleman. | take my hat off to 
him.”

The budget for calendar 1987 provides $459,000 of 
which approximately $60,000 has been spent to date.

Miss Hayworth suffered from 
Alzheimer's disease, an incurable 
brain disorder sometimes described 
as premature senility For several 
years she had been misdiagnosed ns 
an alcoholic. 

Michelle Weinstein, the aide, 
refused immediately lo give further 
details She said she would have 
more information later 

Images of the red haired movie 
siren were etched on the American 
scene of four decades ago 

On the screen she was "Gilds," 

‘Miss Sadie Thompson ' and

tive. temptation and perfection, the 
downfall of any unwary man 

A photo of her kneeling on a bed in 
a negligee was one of the most 
famous pin-up shots of World War II, 
surpassed only by Betty Grable's 
leggy swimsuit pose 

Miss Hayworth's picture was 
pasted on the first atom bomb. 

She became a princess in a wide 
brimmed straw hat at her fairy-tale 
marriage to Aly Khan in a French 
village in 1949 The prince was the 
third of her five husbands The 
second was Orson Welles 
But in recent years. Alzheimer’s 
disease robbed her of memory, 
speech, personality and the ability 
to function A court in 1981 placed 
her in the care of her daughter, and 
she was moved from California to 
New York 
Miss Hayworth was born Mara- 
Sarita Cansino in Brooklyn, N.Y., on 
ct.17, 1918. Her father. Eduardo, 
was a professional dancer who 
began training her at age 3 and put 
her on the stage with him al 6. 
Cansino moved the family to Los 
Angeles and opened a dance studio ( 
when she was 9. 

She began working in movies at 
16, but life as Rita Hayworth didn’t 
begin until a few years later when 
she was signed by Harry Cohn, head 
of Columbia Studios. 

Her father’s training stood her in 
good stead. She danced with Fred 
Astaire in "You Were Never Love- 
lier" and with Gene Kelly in "Cover 
Girl." 

Her private life soon rivaled her 
on-screen glamour roles 

A marriage at age 17 to oilman Ed 
Judson ended early in 1943 and that 
September she married Welles, then 
Hollywood's "boy genius." 

After five stormy years, they split 
up, having produced a daughter. 
Rebecca Welles, and a movie, "The 
Lady From Shanghai," in which 
they both starred and Welles

Miss Hayworth largely dropped 
out of sight the following decade, 
taising her two daughters.

After a period of convalescence, 
friends announced that she was 
sober and cured and in 1977 a 
Hollywood celebrity club  lionized 
her at a ball.

The project was constructed at a 
cost of $2.2 million, and will eventually 
add approximately $-10,000 to the Man- 
itowoc tax base. By a special arrange- 
ment with the City of Manitowoc, the 
one-bedroom apartments which have 
a market rental value of $375 will be 


subsidized and available for rent to 
qualifying individuals for $299. Two 
individuals will be employed to man- 
age and maintain the complex. Man- 
agement of the project is being hand- 
led by Building Management Service, 
Lynn I. Doneff, president. 


According to developer Robert A. 
Doneff, “The cooperation from the 
Mayor and Common Council has been 
gratifying.

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MANITOWOC — The Manitowoc 
County Chairpersons Advisory 
Committee Tuesday night voted to 
table a request by the Capitol Civic 
Center backers for $150,000 
contribution. 

Chairman Donald A. Rehbein said 
committee adopted a motion not to 
bring the request to the Manitowoc 
County Board floor for action. 

The committee vote, in effect, 
kills the request and make it “a dead 
issue,” Rebhein said. 

“It was apparent within the last 
two weeks that I wouldn’t get 50 
percent or the majority of the 
committee to go along with the 
request,” Rehbein said. ‘“The gener- 
al feeling was that private individu- 
als should support it but not with tax 
dollars.” 

Rehbein said that a two thirds vote 
of the board would have been 
required for approval of the $150,000 


request. 

The $150,000 request was submit- 
ted to the board several weeks ago 
by the Society to Preserve the Capi- 
tol Inc., which is seeking to raise $1.5 
million in a fund campaign. 

Earlier this week the Manitowoc 


Common Council voted 8-4 to deny a 
request by the society for a $250,000 
contribution. City aidermen gener- 
ally supported the project but said 
their constituents were opposed to 
using tax funds for that purpose. 

Rehbein said about the only way 
the county board would get involved 
in the Capitol Civic Center opera- 
tions was if the University of 
Wisconsin Center-Manitowoc Coun- 
ty decided to use it for theatrical 
productions and similar projects. In 
that event, he said, it would probab- 
ly be necessary for the center and 
county officials to enter into a 
contract with the Civic Center 
group. 

In other developments Tuesday, 
the committee decided to recom- 
mend an outright grant up to $40,000 
to the Manitowoc County Expo orga- 
nization to be used for race track 
improvements at the Expo grounds.

MANITOWOC — The Capitol theater renovation 


project received a major setback Monday night when 
the Manitowoc Common Council turned down a request 
for a $250,000 city contribution by an 8-4 vote 

The council action climaxed weeks of debate as to 
whether or not the city should contribute tax funds to the 
civic center campaign, which has a $1 to $1.5 million 
goal. Latest reports indicate the campaign has raised 
contributions and pledges totaling $650,000. 
If approved, the resolution would have authorized city 
officials to negotiate with theater backers for an 
expenditure of $350,000 in city funds to be paid over a 
three-year period 
Strong pressure from the public apparently led the 
majority of aidermen to vote against the contribution 
request 
Theater backers said a major city contribution was 
crucial to the success of the campaign. Without city 
support, they said, local businesses and industries may 
be reluctant to make significant donations 

Alderperson Judie Franke said she and her husband 
completed an extensive poll over the weekend in which 
respondents indicated they opposed the city cash 


contribution by a 3-to-1 margin. 

Of 341 persons contacted, 244, or 71.6 percent, opposed 
the contribution and 77, or 22.8 percent, favored it. The 
remaining 19 persons, representing 5.6 percent of the 
sampling, said they were undecided 

The majority of those taking part in the poll said they 
would “go along with a loan,” which could be paid back 
at a later date, according to Franke. 

Others said that the city never should have given a 
$300,000 contribution to the Manitowoc Maritime 
Museum several years ago because it set a precedent. 
They felt that the $300,000 should have been returned to 
the city after the museum reached its goal, Franke said. 

Several said the council should have ordered a 
referendum vote on the issue. 

Franke said one respondent felt that the city was in no 
position to give away $250,000 in tax funds because of its 
high unemployment situation. March figures showed the 
city had a 12.3 percent unemployment rate, up from 9.4 
percent a year ago. 

Aiderman Gerard Marshall said he personally 
favored project, but had to vote against it because of the 
“overwhelming voice in opposition” in his district. 

Aiderman Allen Thielen, whose district includes most 
of the downtown area, made a strong plea in behalf of

the theater project and city funding. 

He said it was a “‘very, very opportune time to give 
another anchor to our hurting downtown area.” 

Thielen said the theater project was strongly endorsed 
by downtown merchants. “There are too many vacant 
stores in our city and a lot of them are in the downtown 
area.” he added. 

Discussing the $300,000 contribution to the Manitowoc 
Maritime Museum, Thielen said the city has been 
“giving away money in various degrees" to other 
community projects in the last few years. 

He noted that the city gave parking lot property, 
valued at $265,000, to Busch Agricultural Resources for 
a $1 token fee. The company used the property to build a 
$6 milion malt house addition. 

The city also made a nearly $800,000 investment in the 


Inn on Maritime Bay hotel project, besides giving the 
$300,000 to the Maritime Museum, according to Thielen. 
The city expects to recover the $800,000 from the hotel 
project through tax incremental financing. 

Thielen calculated the city made investments totaling 
$1.3 million in these projects in the last three years. 

Council President Bryon Elliott said “you have to 
create things to make them happen” and that the 
Capitol theater fit into this category. 


Voting against the $250,000 contribution request were 
Alderpersons Franke, Marshall, Edward Steckmesser. 
Thomas Musial, Armin Rosinsky, Gordon Kopetsky. 
Thomas Frieder and Duane Argali. 

Voting in favor of the request were Thielen, Elliott, 
Edward Grimm and Daniel Schuster. 

Ron Kaminski, who has been a leader in the theater 
project from the start, said the “negativism is over- 
whelming” but the project “will be done despite the 
city.” - 

Manitowoc Mayor Anthony V. Dufek, who has publicly 
supported the theater project, called the vote “a setback 
for the downtown.”
